2 Admission to the Indian Military Academy will be made 
on the lesults of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission, an interview by a 
Sci vices Selection Boaid and Phvsical Enduiancc Test. 

3. The appioxitiiaie number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the Acad my on the result of this examination will 
be 05 This is only a piovisional number and is liable to 
alteration. 

NOTE —Candidates who have also applied for the Indian 
Navy Examination foi admission as Special Entry Cadets into 
tlic Indian Navy or An force I lying College examination tor 
admission into the An Force Flying CoUege must exercise their 
hiial option befoie admission to the Indian Military Academy 
couisc Aftci admission, th y will be considered neither for 
Special Entry in the Navy, noi for direct Commission In the 
Ait Force. 

4 A candidate must be an unmairied male and must either

(d) a pel son of Indian origin who has migrated fiom 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India.

NOTE II -The appointment of candidates In categories (c)

Candidates who were picviouslv withdrawn from the Indian 
Military Academy (formerly Military College/Military Wing) 
on academic grounds or for lack of officer like qualities will 
not bo admitted to this examination. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the N.C.C. 
and graduates courses for lack of officer like qualities will not 
be admitted to this cxaminaLloTi, 

Candidates who were withdrawn fiom the N C.C, and 
graduate courses c>n academic grounds will, however, be eligible 
for admission to this examination. 

10. The decision of the Union Publit Serviee Commission 
as to the eligibility or othei~wise (if a candidate shall b"* final. 

11. A candidate found guiltv of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with, or of making statements which aic incorrect 
or false or suppressing material information, or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall oi 
othcTwis * resorting to any other irregfilar or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may. in addition 
lo rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution, he 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period;— 

(a) by the Commission for admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any intcivi w held hy llie 
Commission for selection of catididates; and 

(b) by the Cential Government from emplo\ment iindei 
the Government. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Union 
Public Service Commislon. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission, 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be admitted lo 
the examination may at the discretion of the Commission he 
limited to such number as the Commission may decide. If a 
limit is imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
limit, the Union Public Service Commission shall s.lect from 
amoii^ the applicants those who shall be admitted to the exa- 
mination and shall have regard in doing so to the suitability 
of the applicants for admission to the Indian Milltaiy 
Academy. 

l.'i. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescrilied in Appendix II to the Notificaiion. 

16. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix III. 
No claim for a refund of thes; fees will be entertained, 
except to the extent stated in the Appendix, nor can they be 
held in reserve for any other examination or selection, 

17, The Union Public Scivicc C-ommlssion shall prepare a 
list of candidates in order of their merit as disclosed by the 
aggrc^tc marks awarded to each candidaffc at tho written 
examination, Tlie candidates who obtain qualifying marks 
in the written examination as fixed by the Commission in 
their discretion, shall appear before a Services Selec- 


tion Boaid lov Intel ligerue and Pcisonality Tests. The 
maximum maiks obtainable at these tests aie 900. Candidates 
who obtain the minimum qii.il dying iiiaiks at the Sc)\iu‘s 
Selection Hoard T sts will be snbje(ted to ceitain PJiysital 
F.ii(Uuance Icsts (delads of which aic given in Appendix IV) 
(arrying 200 maiks; Imt no minimum qualif\ing marks are 
prescribed for tlicsc Tests. Tlu-' candidates will tli n be 
placed m the final older of merit on the basis of the total 
maiLs secured by them in the written examin.ition, the Scr- 
vities Selection Roaid Tests and in the Physical Endurance 
T sts. The linal s(‘lettion for admission to the Indian Militaiy 
Acad(‘my will be made in older of meiit subject to medical 
fitness and suitability in all other respe( ts and numbei ol 
vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear befoic the Services Selection JJoaid 
and undeigt) the tests thereat at their own risk and will not 
be (iititlcd to claim any compensation or other iclicf fioin 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the course of oi as a result of any of the tests given to 
them at the Sci-vices Selection Board, whether due to the 
negligence of anv person oi otherwise. Candidates will be 
rcqniied to sign a ceUifitaLe lo this effect on the foim ap- 
p nded to the application. In the case of candidates who aic 
mincers, the recpiiicd ccUiruate must be signed by Llicii 
paicnts or guardians in the foim prescribed. 

NOTE.— The foim and manner of coiiiiiiunicalion of the 
result ol the examination lo individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion, 

18. Candidates when called for interview by a Services 
Selection Board, Physical Endurance Tests, Medical Examina- 
tion or for subsequent training will be eligible for travelling 
allowance in accordance with the rules then in force. Candi- 
dates who have previously been before a Services Selection 
Board lor the same type of Commission are not entitled lu 
travelling allowance when c:allcd up for Sei vices Selection 
Hoard interviews, Physical Endurance Tests ot Medical Exa- 
mination on subsequent occasions. 

19. Success at the examination confers no right of admission 
to the Acadenry. 

A candidate must satisfy the appointing authority that he Is 
suitable in all respects for admission to the Indian Militaiy 
Academy. 

20. Before the candidate joins the Indian Military Academy. 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he fully understands that he or his legal lieirs 
shall not be entitled to claim any compensation or 
other relief horn the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may sustain in the course of or as a 
result of the training to be undergone by him at the 
Indian Military Academy, whether due to the negli- 
gence of any pel son or otherwise; 

(b) his parent oi guaiclian will be required to sign a 
bunci to the effect that, if for any reason considered 
within his control, the candidate wishes to withdraw 
before the completion of the cofirsc or fails to accept 
a commission, if offered , he will be liable to refund 
the whole or such portion of tlie cost ot tuition, 
lood, clothing and pay -and allowances received, as 
may be dcci(Ted upon by Government. 

21. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course ot 
tiaining for about two yeais. Candidates will be enrolled 
under the Aimy Act as 'gentlemen cadets'. Gentlemen cadets 
will be dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes under 
ihc rules and regulations (ff the Indian Military Academy, 

22. While the cost of training induding accommodation, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment, will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses at 
the Indian Military Academy aie not likely to exceed Rs. 40 
per mensem. If a cadet's parent ot guardian is unable to meet 
wholly or partly even this cxpenditiiTe, financial assistance 
may be ^anled by the Governincnt, No cadet whose parent 
or guardian lias an income of Rs. 300 per mensem or above 
would be eligible for the grant of the financial assistance. 
Tlie immovable pioperty and other assets and income fiom 
all sources arc also taken into account for dctci mining the 
eligibility for financial assistance. 

The parent /guardian of a candidate desirous of having any 
finaiicial assistance, should immediately ailci liis suii/ward 
has been finally selected for training at the Indian Military 
Academy submit an application through the District Magis- 
tiatc ot his District who will with his recommendation for- 
ward the application to the Director of Military Tiaining 
(Ml' 6), Army Headquarters, New Delhi. 

23. Candidate finally selected for training at the Indian 
Military Academy will be rcquiicti to deposit the following 
amount with the Commandant on arrival:—

(. 1 ) ihc'tc IS no evidence of weak constitmioii, impeifect 
deVLlcjpmcmi, serious malfonnation oi obesitv. 

(h) iheic IS no maldcvelopincnt or impaiimcnt of function 
of the bones or joinis. 

(c) thcie IS no impediment of sptcch 

(d) there IS no malfonnation of the head, dcfoimitv from 
fiaclute or dc^prcssion of the bones of the skull, 

(c) tlierc is no imjiaired heaiuig discharge fiom oi disease 
of either eai unhealed peiEoraticm of the tympjnlc 
tncinbiancs or signs of acute or chronic snppniativc 
otitis media oi evidence of ladical oi modified radical 
mastoid operation 

Note —A soundly healed peiforation without any impair 
nirni of the mobility of the drum and without impairment 
of hcaiitig should not be a bai to atccplance of a candidate

(f) thcie IS no disease of the bones or rai til ages of the 
nose oi nasal polvpns or disease of the nasophaiynx 

fg) tlicie aie no enlarged glands in the neck and other

NR— Scars of operaiions foi the removal of tuberculous 
glands aie not a cause foi rejection provided that 
theic has been no active disease within the preceding 
5 sears and the chest is clinically and tadiologically 
flear 




(h) there is no disease of the throat, palate tonsiU or 
gums "or disease or Injury affecting the normal func^ 
tion of either mandibular joint. 

N B —Simple hvpeUrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
Instoiy of attacks of tonsillitis la not a cause for 
rejection. I 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of the 
heart and blood vessels 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tubeiculosis or pre 
vlous historly of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs, 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen 

(l) there is no herina or tendency thereto. 

(m) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele or any 
other disease or defect of the genital organs. 

N B — A candidate who has been opeiatrd for a hydrocele 
will be accepted if there aie no abnormalities of the 
cord and testicle and there is no evidence of filar iasU. 

(n) there is no fistula atid/or fissure of the anus or evi- 
dence of haemorrhoids. 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. Cases showing 
albuminuria or glycosuria may be dealt with as 
under;— 

fi) —Cases showing albuminuria should be 

investigated further by the medical specialist. 
Albuminuria may lac passed after change of posture 
(Orthostatic albuminuria), after exercise' or cx- 
posuic to cold, due to fear of examination, or follow- 
ing sore thrOatr These conditions arc benign and 
arc not a cause for rejection. In such cases albu- 
mniuria is intermittent, thcie are no casts of RBC 
in the urine and there Is no history of nephritis, 

(ii) Gly( 0 '>urta—As a uile all cases of glycosuria should 
be rejected. Individuals who pass sugar in the 
urine throughout the day must be rejected. Casen of 
pseudo renal glycosturia containing sugar in the 
urine only after meals should be investigated further 
hy the medical specialist, Symptomlcss glycosuria 
in a young man i« hardly ever due to diabetes 
^ mellitus. It should, however^ he rera»::mbered that 
such cases aie regarded as potential diabetics by 
some authorities, 

T) there is no disease of the skin unices temporary or 
trivial, Scars, which by ihcir extent or position cause 
or arc likely to cause disability or maAcd disfigure- 
ment ale a cause for rejection. 

(q) there is no attvic latent or congenital venereal 
disease, 

(r) there is no history or evidence of mental disease. Can- 
didates suffering from epilepsy, Incontinence of urine, 
or enuresis will not be accepted, 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye 

or of the lidw which Is liable to a risk of aggrcvatlon 
or recurrence. 

(I) there is no active trachoma or its complications. 

N.B.— Remedial operations arc to be performed prior to 
entry. No guarantee Is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidates 
That the decision whether an operation is desirable 
nr nctessaty w one to be made by their private medi- 
cal adviser. The Government will accept no liabi- 
lity irgarding the result of operation or any expense 
inruired. 

3. Standards for Height, Weight atid Chest measurements, 

(a) Heigh I- 

(i) The height of a candidate will be measured by mak- 
ing him stand against the standard with his feet to- 
gether. The weight should be thrown on the heels 
and not on the toes or outer side of the feet. He 
will stand erect without rigidity and with the heels, 
calves, buttocks and shouldens touching the stand- 
ard, the chin will he depressed to bring the vertex 
of the hca<l level under tlie horizontal bar, and the 
height will be recorded In inches and quarter parts 
thereof. 

( II ) The minimum acceptance height for a candidate is 
62 inchcG except in the case of Gorkha, Nepalese, 
Assamese and Gai^iwali candidates in whose case the 
height in correlation table at (b) (1) below may be 
reduced by two inches. 

(b) Wrlght-

(ii) It is noL passible to lay dawn precise standanls for 
wdglit in relation to height and age. The coiTelation 
table is, therefore, oiiJy a guide and cannot be applied 
universally, A 10 per rent, departure from the aver- 
age weight given in the table i« to be considered as 
within normal limits. There may never tlielcss be 
same Individuals who according to the above stand- 
ard may be overweight but from the general J:)uild 
of the body aie fit in every respect. The overweight 
In such cases may be due to heavy bones and mus- 
cular development and not to obesity. Similarly 
for those who aie underweight, the criteria should 
be the general build of the body and proportionate 
development rather than rigid adlicrance to the 
Standards in the above table. 

(c) Chest,— The chest should be well-developed with a mini- 
mum range of expansion of "2 inches. The candidate's chest 
will be measured by mating him stand erect with his feet 
together, and his armr; raised over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that Its upper edge touches the 
inferior angles of the shoulder-blades behind, and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care will be 
taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or backwards 
no as to displace the tape. The candidate will then be direct- 
ed to take a deep inspiration several times, and the maximum 
and minimum expansions of the chest will be carefully noted. 

The minimum and maximum will then be recorded in inches 
thus 55/35 34/36 etc. 

In recording the measurements, fractions of less than half 
an inch should not be noted. 

4. Dental condition— 

It should be ensured that a sufficient number of natural 
and sound teeth arc present for efficient mastication.
